First witness today was 
Charles L. Dogiovanni, custo- 
mer relations manager for the 
company, who said the com- 
pany had received 2500 to 3000 
calls reporting gas stoppages 
and about 1500 reporting leaks. 
On cross examination, he tes- 
tified that no record was kept 
of possible duplication of calls. 


He said he was unaware that

Security Coverage to 
Higher Payments for 
Survivors of Military 


Personnel. 


WASHINGTON, July 12 (AP) 


— Senate - House conferees 
agreed yesterday on compro- 
mise legislation to increase pay- 
ments to dependents of serv- 
ice men who die on active duty 

The military survivors bene- 
fit bill, as it is known, was 
urgently requested by President 
Eisenhower. He said it was 
needed to make the military 
more attractive as a career. 

In addition to increasing Vet- 
erans’ Administration payments 
to dependents of deceased serv- 


ice men, the bill puts all mili- 
tary personnel under the social 
security system on a permanent, 


contributory basis. This will 
mean social security survivor 
and retirement benefits for 
service families. 

The measure increases VA 
death compensation from the 


present $70 a month in peace- 
time for service widows to a 
sliding scale of $122 to $266 
based on the earnings of the 
husband in the military service 
Eliminates Inequity. 

It also eliminates an inequity 
under which dependents of a 
reservist killed on active duty 
now receive much more than 
do dependents of a man in the 
regular military service killed 
under similar circumstances. 

Another provision eliminates 
the indemnity enacted a few 
years ago as the equivalent of 


a free $10,000 life insurance 
policy. Sponsors said this was 
offset by the increase in the 


death compensation rates. 
In other congressional action 


The Senate passed with 
amendments a House-approved 
bill that would permit the Post- 
master General to hold up mail 
addressed to persons suspected 
of fraud of transmission of 
pornographic items. 


The mail could be held for 
20 days, after which it would 
be released unless a court order 
was obtained to continue the 
impoundment. 

An amendment by 
A. S. Mike Monroney ‘(Dem 
Oklahoma, exempted newspa- 
pers, magazines or copyrighted 
hooks or periodicals. He said 
this would prevent any federal | 
official from acting as a press 
censor for political purposes.

Among such unfair trade 
nractices would be coercion of 
dealers by manufacturers and 
the “bootlegging” of excess cars 
hy dealers unless the dealers 
first offered them back to the 
rmanufacturer. A provision | 
which required manufacturers | 
to repurchase excess stock from 
dealers was eliminated

WASHINGTON, July 12 (UP) 
—Former Assistant Air Force 
Secretary Trevor Gardner testi- 
fied today that secrecy labels 
should be stripped from “at 
least” half the documents at the 
Pentagon. 

“The only real security is {n 
progress,” Gardner told a House 
Government Operations  sub- 
committee, “not in keeping facts 
hidden in pieces of paper.’ 

Gardner related the case of 
an internationally-known scien- 
list whom the armed services 
have refused to clear for access 
to secret papers. 

“Unfortunately this man has 
such an inventive ability,” 
Gardner testified, “he keeps 
coming up with secret and top 
secret ideas.” 

He said the Pentagon classi- 
fies the results of the man’s 
work “and he no longer has ac- 
cess to them.” 

“We can’t seem to classify his 
he keeps coming up with 
secret ideas,’ Gardner told the 
subcommittee. 

“In this case he is quite con- 
scientious and tries to observe 
our procedures, although they 
may seem ridiculous to him as 
to others.” 

Gardner said that the scien- 
tist, whom he did not name, was 
in “jeopardy” because of a pos- 
sible violation of the security 
laws 

Meanwhile, the Navy has

U.S. OPPOSES PROPOSAL 
FOR WORLD FOOD RESERVE 


GENEVA, July 12 (AP)—The 
United tSates today opposed 
the establishment of a world 


food reserve within the frame- 


work of the United Nations. 
Advocates contend such a re- 
serve would relieve emergency 
famine situations and counter- 
act excessive price fluctuations. 

John C. Baker, president of 
Ohio University and head of 
the United States delegation 
to the Economic and Social 
Council, told the council the 
United States feels these prob- 
lems can be met more prac- 
ticably through two-day arrange- 
ments. 

The council is discussing a 
report which examines the pos- 
sibiilties of such a _ reserve. 
Baker said that none of the 
plans studied for setting up 
food reserves attacked “the 
basic causes of hunger and mal- 
nutrition—poverty and general 
lack of economic development.”

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Randall for Dodge 


To appreciate the full flavor of President 
Eisenhower's appointment of C. B. Randall as a 
special assistant on foreign economic policy, one 
has to go back to the appointment of Mr. Ran- 
dall’s predecessor. 

It was more than a year and half ago—in 
December, 1954—that the President called in 
Joseph M. Dodge, the Detroit banker who had 
been his first budget director, and gave him 
the job of framing a coherent policy for the 
employment of American economic power over- 
seas. 

Those were the days when Harold E. Stassen 
and Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey were 
quarreling over a big vs. little economic aid 
program. Mr. Dodge was supposed to reconcile 
the conflicting points of view and “organize this 
country’s world-wide economic struggle against 
the spread of Communism,” as the news dis- 
patches said at the time. 

Some of the more excitable correspondents 
wrote that his assignment “paralleled in some 
respects the unification of the military services.” 
The Council on Foreign Economic Policy which 
he set up would “be comparable to the top-level 
National Security Council.” Here, the nation 
was told, would be America’s answer to the 
shifting of cold war emphasis from military to 
economic competition, then already under way. 

Such was the prospectus. Now, 19 months 
later, Mr. Dodge is stepping out in favor of Mr. 
Randall. He leaves behind him no visible effect 
whatever on foreign economic policy. His great 
task has been scarcely heard of from that day 
to this. Foreign aid is still overwhelmingly 
military in character. The Administration still 
goes through a catch-as-catch-can fight with 
Congress for a hastily improvised economic aid 
program every year. The same old slogans and 
same old formulas are still being bandied about, 
with steadily diminishing effect. There is still 
talk of—but little appreciable movement to- 
ward—reorienting American policy to the new 
Soviet emphasis on. political and economic 
competition. 

If Mr. Randal! can do in Mr. Dodge’s job what 
the White House 19 months ago intimated would 
be done, he will perform a valuable service. 
Yet he himself is a veteran, with battle scars, 
of another presidential commission, the one that 
was supposed to wave the wand of “trade not 
aid,” and settle the tariff-reciprocal-trade prob- 
lem once and for all. Needless to say, it didn’t. 

Presidential commissions and councils, in fact, 
seldom succeed in solving problems. They can 
be useful in helping decide what line policy 
should take, but the translation of policy into 

action is a political task which cannot be dele- 
gated to anybody. That is a responsibility 
which only the President, by continuous and 
effective political leadership, can discharge.

Up for Grabs 


The political infighting that cost School Build- 
ing Commissioner V. Harry Rhodes his job 
points up two of the shortcomings of public 
school organization in St. Louis. The system 
suffers from too many top officers and they 
enjoy too little job security. 

Despite his important-sounding title, the 
Building Commissioner is merely an adminis- 
trator. His duty is to implement School Board 
decisions with respect to his own narrow field. 
He is not a policy-maker. In effect he is just 
another employe, except for one special dis- 
ability: Every four years the Board can fire 
him, whether his performance on the job has 
been superb, mediocre or downright horrid. 

Three other top administrators of the system 
suffer from this same kind of job insecurity. 
They are the Superintendent of Instruction, the 
Secretary-Treasurer and the Auditor. Each is 
an independent department head who reports 
directly to the Board. 

Under the so-called “unit” type of organiza- 
tion each of these offices would be staffed with 
career administrators functioning under the 
Superintendent. They then would appear in 
proper perspective, And their occupants would 
be protected by tenure against the vagaries of 
School Board personalities and politics. The 
school system might even benefit. 

That 1s the way things could be. But the 
way they are in real life, the Building Commis- 
sioner’s office is a $15,000-a-year plum that at- 


tracts picking every four years. Naturally 
aggressive hands will reach for it. 
The Board has dumped Mr. Rhodes. His 


successor, George H. Fletcher, conceivably 
could suffer the same fate four years hence no 
matter how good or bad a job he does. That's 
the way things are at the School Board. 


Sometimes it seems as if the Government 
consists of three unequal branches: the execu- 
tive, the judicial—and the investigative. 
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Three Courses for a Witness 
The contempt citation which the House Un- 
American Activities Committee voted against 
playwright Arthur Miller illustrates the prob- 


lem which even a willing witness may meet in 
congressional inquiries. 
Mr. Miller does not face possible contempt 


proceedings because he invoked the Fifth 
Amendment. He testified freely that he had 
given money to and had attended Communist 
“front” meetings 10 years ago, and he conceded 
that this was a mistake. 

The playwright is charged with contempt by 
the committee because he refused to name 
others he had known who were engaged in these 
activities. He said they were mostly minor 
theatrical figures who had done nothing that 
was illegal at the time. He could see no reason 
to bring their names into disrepute now. 

Three courses were open to the witness, as 
his attorneys observe. He could have refused 
to testify at all under the Fifth Amendment, in 
which case the House could not easily cite him 
for contempt. He could have testified but con- 
veniently “forgotten” the names of others, in 
which case it would be difficult to make a con- 
tempt charge stick. 

But Mr. Miller chose the third and, to him, 
the honorable course of testifying generously 
about himself, while knowingly opening himself 
to contempt charges by refusing to inform on 
others. 

Mr. Miller’s attorneys concede that Congress 
has legal power to charge a witness with con- 
tempt for refusing to be an informer. But 
they cite a dozen cases in which Congress has 
declined to do that. St. Louis observed a recent 
puzzling instance in the case of a professor's 
wife who testified about herself but refused 
to discuss others. The House subcommittee at 
first saw no reason to cite her for contempt 
but the full committee later did so, 

Since Congress has used its contempt charges 
with some discrimination in the past, it might 
be expected to do so in the case of Arthur 
Miller. Does the House really believe that the 
playwright was a dangerous spy, or knew some- 
thing about somebody who was a threat to the 
nation? So far nothing has appeared to indicate

that Arthur Miller is anything more than a suc- 
cessful playwright who is today devoted to demo- 
cratic institutions and is principally interested 
in a honeymoon with Marilyn Monroe. 
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Why Pilots Want Air Safety Board 

No group could be more concerned with and 
for the safety of the nation’s airways than the 
11,000 captains and co-pilots of the commercial 
airliners, They want their trips to end in happy 
landings for their own sake and also for the 
sake of the thousands of passengers that they 
fly about the country every day and night. 

So when they urgé that Congress strip the 
Civil Aeronautics Board of its authority to in- 


vestigate air crashes they are making a demand 


that deserves the 
sideration. 

The Air Line Pilots Association, to which all 
commercial airline pilots belong, is renewing 
its demand of other years for re-establishment 
of the old independent Air Safety Board. It 
has cogent reasons for so doing. The Association 
asserts, as was also maintained on this page last 
Monday, that the CAB should not be “both 
judge and jury in cases that may directly involve 
the board’s own regulations as being at fault.” 

The Association says it is prepared to back 
this reasoning up with evidence that at least 
three accident hearings were so mishandled 
that they should be reopened. It charges the 
CAB “predetermines the cause of a crash before 
holding public hearings and then runs the 
hearings to bear out what its accident investiga- 
tion bureau has already decided was the cause.” 

The ALPA is an organization with an excel- 
lent record, particularly in the field of promoting 
safety. It has its own investigators on hand at 
the scene of every major air disaster. It should 
know whereof it speaks in connection with 
the CAB. 

In the light of the serious charges the ALPA 
now makes, two things should be done: 

First, a Congressional committee should inves- 
tigate the ALPA'’s specific charges in order to 
see that any unwarranted blame is removed from 
the principals concerned. Second, all possible 
steps should be taken to bring about revival of 
the independent Air Safety Board which was 
abolished in 1940.

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Financial Scandal in Illinois 

Gov. Stratton has done the only thing the 
No. 1 Republican leader in Illinois could do in 
calling on State Auditor Hodge of Granite City 
to get off the G.O.P. ticket as the party’s official 
nominee for re-election. 

With the FBI now entered into the inves- 
tigation of $500,000 worth of “questionable” 
state checks, allegedly issued by Auditor 
Hodge’s office, the scandal In the G.O.P. house- 
hold at Springfield has reached amazing size. 

Apparently the first reaction within the 
Stratton “team” at Springfield was that the 
Hodge scandal could be ridden out—as Dwight 
H. Green thought about the scandals_ that 
broke all over the place in 1948. But Gov. 
Stratton now fFealizes that this situation must 
produce a full and complete accounting. And 
so he says that “public and party confidence”’ 
in Orville E. Hodge “no longer exist.” 

The Governor is also well advised in demand- 
ing that Auditor Hodge double his surety bond 
from $50,000 to $100,000, the legal’ maximum. 
If many improper state checks have been writ- 
ten and handled through the State Auditor’s 
office the total could run up to a large figure 
in a hurry. 

While Gov. Stratton is to be commended on 
what he is doing now, it is in,order to ask 
why none of this was known about Auditor 
Hodge’s office before he was rehominated last 
April as part of the Stratton team, Why did 
it all wait until The Chicago Daily News did 
Illinois the service of digging into the facts? 

There are a lot of questions to ask and to 
answer and State Auditor Hodge is not the 
only Illinois official to do some explaining. 
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A Plank for Senator Bush 


In inviting the public to submit ideas on 
what should be in the 1956 Republican platform, 
Senator Bush of Connecticut, chairman of the 
drafting committee, might have got down to 
cases. For instance, Alaskan statehood. The Re- 
publican platform has been weasel-wording its 
plank on that great national issue for quite a 
while now. 

Four years ago the platform favored “state- 
hood for Alaska under an equitable enabling 
act.” Any time Congress could agree on an 
equitable enabling act it would be a cinch to 
agree on statehood; so the 1952 plank was safe- 
ly meaningless. In 1948 the plank said “we 
favor eventual statehood for Alaska,” and even- 
tual can be, like forever, a long, long time. The 
1944 plank said more distantly still that “Alaska 
is entitled to the fullest measure of home rule 
looking toward statehood.” 

Speaking of platforms generally, the Demo- 
crats favored “eventual” statehood for Alaska 
in 1944, but for the last two elections the party 
has urged “immediate statehood for Alaska.” 
Numerous succeeding Democratic Congresses 
nevertheless have failed miserably to put the 
policy into practice. Deeds, not words, have 
hardly been their specialty with regard to Alas- 
ka Territory. ‘ 

The public to which Senator Bush has ad- 
dressed his cordial invitation may sensibly 
conclude, therefore, that it is better for planks 
to be forthright than evasive—and even better 
for Senators and Representatives. 
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Add 65.000 to 350 

One of the most important items on Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's legislative program, for 
which he has again appealed for passage, is im- 
migration reform. Yet if these reforms are en- 
acted in this Congress, it may be because they 
will be attached to a bill to admit 350 Basque 
sheepherders. 

Congress by now has heard all about the 
Basque sheepherders. They are a favorite with 
some Western Senators, and there is nothing 
wrong with admitting them on a non-quota basis. 
But it does seem ironical that Senator ,Watkins, 
Utah Republican, has felt compelled to try to 
attach the big Administration program to the 
sheepherder bill. 

Under the Eisenhower proposals, the annual 
immigration quota would be increased by about 
65,000, simply by permitting some pooling of 
unused quotas. That is, if Britain did not use its 
immigration quota fully .(and she usually does 
not), some of that quota might be given to 
Greece, which has mortgaged its quotas far 
into the future. The Eisenhower program leaves 
a more thorough immigration revision to further 
study, but what it does propose is both sensible 
and fair. 

Does it not seem strange that a bill to admit 
65,000 refugees has to be considered as an 
amendment to a bill to admit 350? That in fact 
is a measure of congressional obstructionism 
against any effort to admit any more immigrants 
than the present restrictive law allows.

Specific reasons may be found for 
the recent disastrous crash of two huge 
airliners over or into Arizona’s Grand 
Canyon.

How Radar Could Help 


One of the bright spots in this situa- 
tion is that the Defense Department is 
proceeding with the installation of a 
three billion dollar air-defense radar 
system which could be adapted to pro- 
vide the main elements of safe and effi- 
cient aircraft separation and traffic 
control wherever required. Will this be 
done? 

But what are some of the actual needs 
in aviation today? In navigation, the 
pilot needs an improved navigational 
aid so that he will know where he is 
positioned at all times. This means 
something beyond the present route, 
radio and ground supports and approx- 
imates what is termed the “positive 
a." 

A positive fix, however, restricts mass 
flight. It is similar to restricting auto- 
mobiles on a major highway to one 
mile apart and controlling them by 
radar and other devices. It would 
work, but traffic approaches would 
certainly be jammed. 


There is so much commercial, mili- 
tary and private flying today that air 
traffic control is squeezed by terrific 
pressures on ATC operators. There is 
a great need for increased use of auto- 
mation and computers to reduce human 
activity and enormous paper work.

Danger in Poor Communications 


There is almost a compulsory demand 
now for equipment and methods which 
will tell where all airplangs are at all 
times. In some high-density areas radar 
is being installed to relieve to some ex- 
tent this situation. 

In the area of communication be- 
tween planes and ground there is a lot 
of party-line log jamming. It is time 
consuming and distracting and growing 
more difficult. One expert says that 
what is needed is a system of automatic 
communications. This would be in the 
form of data transfer and/or data dis- 
play which could be either voiced or 
made visual via a scope. 

More of the big planes are being 
equipped with nose radar designed 
mainly for weather reconnaissance. The 
radar can “pick up” mountains, airports, 
storm clouds, and occasionally air- 
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planes, but its main “business” is 


weather. 

Just why all planes are not using a 
more inclusive radar system will one 
day have to be answered. It may be 
costly and there may be some added 
bulk, but today with bigger and faster 
planes criss-crossing diminishing air 
space, the time is fast approaching 
when every pilot will have to know 
“where he is at.” 

There are at least four near-misses a 
day in this country. Some experts have 
put the number as high as 10. A mod- 
ern superairliner cruises at 300 miles 
an hour or more. Two of them moving 
toward each other spells at least 600 
miles an hour, with very little time for 
maneuvering. 


‘Lose 500 Feet in a Jiffy’ 


Besides, planes in good or bad weath- 
er don’t always “stay on the level.” 
Here is the word of a pilot as expressed 
in the flight safety foundation study: 

“It is assumed by all and sundry that 
we airline pilots, as well as all other 
pilots, keep an assigned level. Actually, 


‘the facts of flight are that these 300- 


m.p.h. behemoths of the cloudbeds can 
nose up a bit or down a bit without 
much notice to the pilot—unless, of 
course, he is looking at his instruments 
which he had better not be doing if he 
wants his misses to be as unnear as 
possible. 


“The fast airplanes can gain or lose 
500 feet in a jiffy. The level job will 
have to be done automatically...or we 
must chew on the idea that the fast 
airplanes are not going to be on the 
level most of the time. When one slides 
down 500 feet and another sneaks up 
500 feet, that’s 1000 feet, and the situa- 
tion becomes interesting.” 


The above point has a direct relation 
to another statement in the Harding 
Report: 

“Under visual flight rules, called 
‘VFR,’ flights can be made by naviga- 
tion with reference to the ground with 
one mile forward visibility off airways 
and three miles visibility on an air- 
way, and without nearing clouds. 


“According to existing rules, there- 
fore, a pilot can take off, fly in any 
direction, and land at his destination 
without telling anyone where he is go- 
ing er how he plans to get there as 
long as he believes that he can see the 
prescribed distance ahead, see the 
ground, and keep out of the clouds.” 


Traffic at the Crossroads 


It is also the opinion of the aviation- 
facilities study group that it is impos- 
sible for a pilot to fly a high-speed 
modern airplane effectively without al- 
most continuous reference to his cock- 
pit instruments. 

Hence, under the best conditions, the 
pilot, even if he is alert, may -not be 
looking out of his airplane when a mid- 
air collision might be imminent. 

Furthermore, he can see only a small 
per cent of the sky around him from 
his cockpit and may not see crossing, 
overtaking or descending aircraft. 

The much respected publication Avi- 
ation Age has this to say: “Air-traffic 
control now stands at the crossroads. 
Its deficiencies have finally been recog- 
nized at most government levels. There 
is reasonable hope that there finally 
will be enough money to pay for needed 
improvements.”

OSLO, July 12—Tough bar- 
gaining has given Russia’s mo- 
tor industry a grip on Norway's 
automobile market. 

Simultaneously, the American 
automobile industry, now eager 
for customers, has been blotted 
out ofthe market here by ex- 
change controls. 

This year Norway is sched- 
uled to import almost half as 
many cars from Russia and the 
satellites as it will buy from 
Western Europe and the Unit- 
ed States put together. 

Under trading agreements 
forced on Norway by its need to 
sell fish to the Reds Norway 
will buy about 3500 cars from 
Russia and its satellites. 

Red, Satellite Cars. 

It will get 2000 cars | 
| Russia, 500 from Poland, 500 | 
from Czechoslovakia and about | 
500 from East Germany. 

Last year it got 2325 from 
Russia, 954 from Czechoslovakia 
and 784 from East Germany. 

The important fact is that 
these cars are on free sale in 
Norway. There is no waiting list 
and no trouble about “foreign 
exchange.” 

Potential customers who can- 
not possibly buy an American 
car and who might have to wait | 
up to six years for a German 
Volkswagen can just walk in 
and buy a Russian Pobeda. 

While Norwegians are absorb- 
ing these 3500 Communist Cars, 
they will be buying 4000 pas- | 
senger cars and 3000 pickup) 
trucks from Western Europe. 
Theoretically the United States 
will be able to share in the 
a quota of 500 taxicabs to be 
bought.

26 HURT WHEN GAS 
EXPLODES IN CROWD 


Match Ignites Fumes 
Which Drifted Into Group 
Watching Fire. 


YORK, Pa., July 12 (AP)— 
Bottled gas leaking from a tank 
following two explosions and a 
fire, seeped into a crowd of 50 
spectators last night and ex- 
ploded again, injuring at least 
26 persons. 

Some were knocked to the 
ground by the explosion and 
the clothing of others caught 
fire. 

York Hospital said 26 persons 
were treated for burns and the 
effects of inhaling some of the 
gas. Eleven remained overnight. 
All were reported in satisfac- 


tory condition. 

The tanks contained gas of 
the type used for cooking and 
heating in homes. Police said 
two men were disconnecting the 
tanks from a building when the 
explosion occurred. One of the 
workers was injured. The build- 
ing was not damaged. 

Edward Horn, a fireman, said 


that after firemen arrived at | 


the scene, a third explosion, 
like a “puff,” occurred in the 
midst of the crowd. 

“The gas spread into the 
crowd and apparently somebody 
lit a match igniting the gas,” 
Horn said. 

“The explosion in the middle 
of the crowd sounded like a big 
*puff’ and suddenly you could 
see people laying on the ground 
and others moving around with 
their clothes on fire.” 

He said other’ spectators 
rolled those with flaming cloth- 
ing on the ground to extinguish 
the flames. 

“It was remarkable that there 
Was no panic,” Horn said.

OSLO, July 12—Norway has 
a simple method of combatting 
drunken driving: Anyone in- 
volved in an accident must let 
a policeman smell his breath. 


If the policeman detects al- 
cohol, the driver is taken to a 
police station and given a test. 
If his system contains more al- 
cohol than is contained in a 
bottle of beer he gets 21 days 
in jail. 

The government, however, 
will allow the guilty party to 
serve his sentence during his 
normal vacation time. If he 
can’t spare three weeks, he can 
fulfill his sentence by going on 
bread and water for a week. 

Foreigners are generally ex- 
cused from this treatment in 
the case of first offenders, but 
neither wealth nor official rank 
can get a Norwegian excused,

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Carnera Not So 


Bad as Pictured. 

ITH all the guff which 
W has been written lately 

about Primo Carnera, the 
huge Italian who held the 
heavyweight boxing cham- 
pionship of the world for a 
time, the fact that he was a 
pretty good fighter has all 
but vanished. 

Most of the attacks stemmed 
from Budd Schulberg’s pic- 
ture, “The Harder They Fall,” 
which was a distorted version 
of the whole Carnera episode. 

And because boxing itself 
has been under such bitter 
attacks for the past year, 
everybody has been rushing 
to get in two bits worth about 
something regarding which 
most of the writers appear to 
know little. 

Carnera had 95 fights of 
record. He won 85, 65 by 
knockouts, 15 by decision, one 
on afoul. He lost five by be- 
ing knocked out, eight on de- 
cision, one on a foul and one 
a disqualification. 

Now many of these bouts 
were in various parts of the 


world, England, Germany, 
France, Italy, Spain, Argen- 
tina. He had 18. contests 


under his belt before he ever 
appeared in the United 
States and came under the 
tutelage of the mobsters who 
are said to have controlled 
him. Of these bouts in Eu- 
rope, he won 16, 11 by knock- 
outs, four on decision, one on 
a foul. He lost on a foul and 
was disqualified in the other 
contest. Both the scraps which 
ended in fouls were against 
Young Stribling. 

When he came to this coun- 
try under the guidance of the 
little Frenchman who dis- 
covered him working in a 
circus, Leon See, his manager 
of record was Bill Duffy, un- 


questionably one of the 
“boys.” And Good Time 
Charley Friedman, a gambler 
who worked the _ Atlantic 
luxury liners, was an as- 
sociate. 

Whatever their activities 


outside of boxing they real- 
ized that they had a physical 
freak with some boxing ability 
on their hands and they hired 
Abe Attell, one-time feather- 
weight champion and con- 
sidered one of the master 
boxers of the past, to teach 
Carnera the “manly art of 
self defense.” 

Attell, at that time, was 
still under the cloud of having 
been suspected of the fix- 
ing of the 1919 World Series 
and it wasn’t long until public 
opinion forced him out of the 
Carnera group. 

Off and Running. 

RIMO started off in this 
P country with a string of 17 

knockouts, against  no- 
bodies, such as Buster Martin 
of Oklahoma, knocked out in 
the second round by Carnera 
at The Arena. 

During that string, com- 
missions almost everywhere 
were insisting that Carnera’s 
opponents be unusually big 
men to match him somewhat 
in size. He was 6 ft., 5°4 ins. 
tall and weighed from 250 to 
270 pounds. 

Among his early opponents 
in this country were such as 

. Big Boy Peterson, Cowboy 


Owens, Farmer Lodge, Ace 
Clark, Sully Montgomery, 
Chuck Wiggins, whom he 


knocked out in the second 

round at The Arena, George 

Trafton and K. O. Christner. 

Now, strictly on _ their 
merits, there was nobody in 

this lineup who would re- 
quire a fix for Carnera to 
beat with the possible excep- 
tion of Wiggins who, at the 
time, was very much on the 
downgrade. 

Perhaps some of the bouts 
were arranged but it seemed 
that many of his opponents 
were over-awed by Carnera’'s 
size and took the easiest way 
out. 

His handlers, at the time. 
declared that they would not 
match him with boxers of 
greater experience than he 
had and nobody complained 
about that. But as his winning 
streak went on there was a 
demand for stronger competi- 
tion and he was matched with 
Jimmy Maloney in Boston and 
lost a 10-round decision. 

Then he went abroad again 
and defeated Paulino Uzcu- 
dun on a decision in 10 rounds 
in Barcelona, Spain, and 
knocked out Reggie Meen in 
two rounds in London. 

He returned to this country 
early in 1931 and beat Ma- 
loney in a rematch at Miami, 
Fla., and after another series 
of successes met Jack Sharkey 
the first time in New York, 
losing a 15-round decision. 

All of this time he_ was 
learning his trade. 

Then he went to Europe 
again, fought a number of 
fights and won them ail until 
he met Larry Gains in Lon- 
don and dropped a 10-round 
decision. 

Beat Sharkey for Title. 
ETURNING to the United 
State he defeated men like 
Art Lasky, King Levinsky 

and K.O. Ghristner again. He 

knocked out Ernie Schaaf in 
the thirteenth round, Schaaf 
dying later. 

Then Carnera was matched 
with Sharkey for the title and 
he knocked out Sharkey in 
the sixth round at New York, 
this one being disputed to 
this day. But if it was a fix it 
was the first time anybody 
ever heard of such thing in 
a heavyweight title bout. 

He defended against Uzcu- 
dun in Rome, Italy and won 
in 15 rounds and then out- 
pointed Tommy Loughran, 
a master boxer, in 15 rounds 
in Miami. 

There was never a finger 
pointed at that match until 
lately. J. E. Wray, then sports 
editor, covering the bout 
which was fought March 1, 
1934, wrote that it was Car- 
nera’s best effort. 

Wray, who had seen Carnera 
in previous bouts, remarked 
about the improvement 
shown in his boxing and 
pointed out, in particular,

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Rare Breed

F man scarcer than a horse nowadays is a horse show 


manager. It’s such a highly specialized field, in fact, 

that there are only a half dozen of them in the whole 
country. One of the best known of this coterie is Edwin 
C. Eggert of Nashville, 
Tenn., who is in town to 
manage the Boys Town 
Benefit Horse Show to be 
held at the St. Charles 
Fairgrounds July 18 
through 21 for the benefit, 
as you will have gathered, 
of Boys Town of Missouri. 

Eggert came in to see 
us the other day, to tell 
something about the show, 
which is a new venture, 
and afOut horse show man- 
aging. 

He turned out to be a 
small but distinguished 
looking man, standing five 
feet five, with gray hair 
and dressed all in shades 
of tan and brown. The 
only thing horsey about 
him was his necktie, which 
Was discreetly decorated 
with small embroidered horses, his tie clasp which was dec- 
orated with a small bucking horse, and his leather lanyard, 
which he wore around his neck and which reached all the 
way to his watch pocket. 

The lanyard, he explained, is of the type used by 
trotting race drivers. They loop them around their necks 
and fasten a stop watch on the end.

He was born near Nashville, Tenn., and his father 
raised trotters and pacers. When Eggert was a youngster 
he used to accompany his father to what they called ‘‘mat- 
inee races.” Breeders of horses would go to various fair- 
grounds on Saturday afternoons and race their horses one 
against the other, with polite wagers on the side. “It was 
strictly a gentleman’s sport,” Eggert explains, “but we had 
a lot of fun.” 

When he was 12 years old Eggert became a gentleman 
jockey and rode in flat races at Churchill Downs (flat races, 
he explained, are races where there is nothing to jump 
over) and in steeplechases at various courses around Ten- 
nessee. Steeplechases are races where you have to jump 
over all sorts of things.

HE ALSO SHOWED hunters and jumpers in horse 


shows, as Well as road horses. A road horse, we learned, 


is hitched to a sulky, like a trotter, but he doesn’t trot. He 
is used just for show purposes. 

When he was a young man the family lived for a time 
at Bowling Green, Ky., and Eggert started a county fair 
horse show there, which was his first experience as a man- 
ager. Later he moved to Nashville, and there he managed 
the Tennessee State Fair Horse Show for several years 
running. 

He was invited to manage the Shrine Horse Show in 
Atlanta, and from there he went to Miami and various other 
places. He managed the Memphis Horse Show, which is 
recognized as one of the outstanding outdoor shows in the 
country, for five years. Finally he was called to Kansas 
City to manage the American Royal, which is as high as a 
man can go. He has managed that show for the last 10 
years. 


Managing a horse show, Eggert said, is not a little like 
staging a Broadway show. The horses are the actors, of 
course, and a horse show manager has a long mailing list 
of horse people all over the country to whom he sends out 


invitations and entry blanks

THEN HE HAS TO ARRANGE for the theater. so to 
speak, and for such things as sound and lighting, and a few 
hundred other details. But the primary job is to get horses 
to the show. 

The incentive, presumably, is prize money and trophies, 
“but the exhibitor is never on the paying end,” Eggert ad- 
mits. “He never breaks even. He has a long list of ex- 
penses, starting with transporting the horses, paying the 
wages of grooms and handlers, feed bills, hotel bills for 
himself and family, entry fees and stable fees. Don’t say 
it’s a rich man’s hobby, but it is an expensive hobby and 
most horse fanciers go in for horse shows mainly for the 
good it does in improving the breed and keeping the sport 
alive.”’ 
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AFTER THE ENTRIES ARE ALL IN—Eggert expects 
to have some 300 horses in the show—they have to be clas- 
sified into divisions. There are usually 12 to 14 classes 
represented in each show. They include three-gaited, five- 
gaited, walking horses, road horses, harness horses, jump- 
ers, hunters, hackney ponies, heavy harness horses, westerns 
and equitation classes, to name some of them. 


Then programs have to be made up so that all the 
classes will be seen at every show, and the show is kept 
interesting. Incidentally, Eggert points out, today’s horse 
show, like virtually everything else, is geared to the taste 
of the public. 
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IN THE OLD DAYS horse shows were somewhat es- 
oteric affairs, long and drawn out, with no one knowing 
what was going on but the horsey set. But nowadays they 
have a master of ceremonies, who explains everything as 
they go along, so you don’t have to be an old horse fancier 
to enjoy the show. As a consequence, as he says, horse 
shows are gaining in popularity every year. 

The Boys Town show will start at 7:30 each of the 
four nights, and there will be a Saturday matinee on the 
twenty-first. It will last from two and a half to three hours. 

The chief hazard, and really about the only major 
hazard which besets a horse show manager, Eggert con- 
cedes, is the weather. But he has long since worked out 
a simple philosophy: 

“If it rains,” he says, “it’s going to rain. There's noth- 
ing you can do about it, so you just do the best you can.”

Woman Pioneer in Legal Profession 


lrene L. Dulin Is First of Her Sex to Serve as Vice President of Bar Association of St. Louis

T WAS in the early 1900s that 

Missouri's first woman lawyer 

was braving jokes and jeers 
in order to walk in a man’s 
world. But once she had opened 
the door, others had the nerve 
to follow. Today, only a half- 
century later, the sight of a 
woman’s name on a law office 
door is no longer a rarity and 
she is happily welcomed into 
the courtroom by her masculine 
colleagues. 

But the legal profession has 
remained primarily one to at- 
tract men, and so by the mere 
factor of mathematical majority 
few women have risen to posts 
of responsibility in their profes- 
sional organizations. That is 
why Miss Irene L. Dulin, a 
youthful pioneer, has become a 
newsmaker once again as the 
first woman to be elected a vice 
president of the Bar Association 
of St. Louis. 

Work in professional groups, 
however, on a local,,state and 
national level, is nothing new to 
her. In fact, she had hardly 
begun her practice of law in 
1936 when she was asked to fill 
an unexpired term as treasurer 
of the Missouri Bar Association. 
A few years later, she was 
named as the only woman mem- 
ber of the Missouri Bar Asso- 
ciation’s first Board of Gov- 
ernors on petition of 73 other 
St. Louis lawyers. She has 
served as chairman of the Mis- 
souri Bar Association’s Legal 
Aid Committee as well as head- 
ing many other committees in 
the St. Louis and state bar 
associations. She is a former 
member of the American Bar 
Association’s House ofe Dele- 
gates and has served on the 
Associate and Advisory Com- 
mittee of the A.B.A.’s standing 
Committee on Legal Aid Work.

legal profession and the assump- 
tion that they should experience 
more difficulties than men.

Cooling With an Attic Fan. 

F you have an attic exhaust 
| tan and run it all day and all 

night in hot weather it will 
make your nome somewhat more 
comfortable, but if you run it 
the way it’s supposed to be run, 
it will make your home a whale 
of a lot more comfortable and 
take much less running. 

Let’s say it’s morning and on 
most mornings the inside of the 
house is about as cool as it ever 
is going to get. In fact, if you 
keep the windows and doors 
closed and the shades pulled 


down, by 10 o’clock or so the 
inside of the house will be 
much cooler than _ outside. 


Around 11 in the morning, open 
a window on the shady side of 
the house as near the exhaust 
fan as possible and let the fan 
run for a few minutes to pull 
the heated air out of the attic. 
The reason you open a window 
on the shady side is to provide 
fresh air for the fan so it won't 
pull the cool air out of the 
house. By mid-afternoon the 
outside air is usually as hot as 
it’s going to get, so there is no 
point in pulling this into the 
house. As soon as the sun goes 
down, however, the air close to 
the ground starts to chill off, 
so open windows near the 
ground on the shady side of the 
house and let the fan pull this 
into the house. 

At night when you want to 
think about getting a good 
night’s sleep, open the farthest 
windows in the bedroom and let 
the fan pull the cool night air 
across the rooms.

CHEMISTRY 

Research in chemistry is devoted largely 
to inorganic and physical studies, espe- 
cially of materials such as uranium, 
plutonium, deuterium, and tritium used 
in nuclear energy systems. Radio-chem- 
ical techniques are applied in various 
investigations including the measuring 
of bomb parameters. Much work is now 
done on complex ion formation and 
the determination of the heats of 
combustion and solution of various 
elements and compounds. There is con- 
siderable interest in the effects of radia- 
tion on chemical reactions. Extensive 
analytical studies include the use of 
the techniques of microanalysis. Al- 
though organic chemistry is mostly 
limited to heolth research, both stoff 
ond facilities are available for support 
in this field. 


WEAPONS PHYSICS, DESIGN AND TESTING 
Still the nation’s principal institution for 
nuclear and thermonuclear weapons 
research, the Laboratory takes nuclear 
weapons from the concept stage to 
proved performance as measured by 
field tests. Activities in weapons re- 
search and development include the 
mechanics and dynamics of initiating a 
nuclear energy release; the behavior of 
supercritical systems; the test firing of 
explosives; the testing of nuclear de- 
vices and weapons assemblies in Nevada 
and in the Pacific and the analysis of 
results; physical studies of nuclear 
weapon systems and their behavior dur- 
ing test explosions; engineering design 
of tests and prototypes of nuclear sys- 
tems; the design and preparation of 
pilot models and the development of 
nuclear weapon components and the 
techniques for their manufacture. 


MECHANICAL ENGINEERING 

Design and development work is cor- 
ried on in conjunction with field test 
facilities, small complex units used in 
weapons, reactors and propulsion pro- 
grams, heating and ventilating units, 
controls and circuits for large presses 
and servo-mechanism controls. Some 
work is done in the design of mecha- 
nisms for remote control systems. There 
is some specialized work in the design 
of induction type furnaces and in the 
design and development of reactors. 
High explosives systems are designed 
ond manufactured. Other types of work 
include liaison between architectural 
engineers and contractors, as well as 
estimating and cost onalvsis. 


THEORETICAL PHYSICS AND MATHEMATICS 
In the field of theoretical physics, the 
Laboratory carries on equation of state 
studies, analysis methods, hydrodynom- 
ics problems and various facets of ap- 
plied mathematics. It is also concerned 
with the conceptual design of nuclear 
weapons, and lends theoretical support 
to many non-weapons activities includ- 
ing the nuclear reactor program. The 
equipment used includes the Los Alamos- 
developed Maniac, the Maniac ll, two 
IBM 704s and an IBM 701. 


EXPERIMENTAL NUCLEAR PHYSICS 

There is much experimentation in the 
nuclear properties of numerous ma- 
terials used in weapons systems. Fun- 
damental studies are made of nu- 
clear characteristics such as nuclear 
forces, neutron and charged particle 
reactions and cross sections. Experi- 
mentation in controlled thermonuclear 
reactions is of great importance at the 
present time. The Laboratory is well 
known for its efforts to confirm the 
existence of the free neutrino. Among 
the facilities available to physicists ore 
three Van de Graaffs, a Cockcroft- 
Walton machine and @ variable energy 
cyclotron. 


NUCLEAR REACTOR RESEARCH 

in a large area of the peacetime appli- 
cation of nuclear energy, the Laboratory 
is currently developing several new 
research reactors end advanced power 
reactors of unusual design. Several 
remotely controlled critical assembly 
machines known as Topsy, Godiva and 
Jezebel constitute neutron research 
tools of a unique character. Among 
their uses is o controlled means of as- 
sembling critical amounts of fissionable 
materials of different kinds, to study 
the effects of various shapes and sizes 
ond the effects of extraneous materials. 


ELECTRICAL ENGINEERING 

Intensive research effort and study is 
devoted to problems of induction heat- 
ing using 1 kw to 350 kw and fre- 
quencies from 6C c to 450 kc; design 
of induction heating systems for study 
of alloys at extremely high tempero- 
tures, high voltage and high frequency 
applications; DC power supplies at cur- 
rents up to 100,000 amperes; design 
of servo-mechanism controls for nuclear 
reactors; planning, building and install- 
ing power distribution systems and their 
controls; and high magnetic field 
systems. 


ELECTRONICS AND INSTRUMENTATION 
The Laboratory is engaged in a great 
variety of design and development of 
instruments having resolving times in 
the micro-second and milli-micro-second 
areas. The work includes electronic in- 
strumentation for nuclear physics re- 
search, scintillation counters, fast pulse 
amplifiers, multi-channel analyzers, fast 
oscilloscopes, radiation detection and 
safety instruments, electronic controls 
and control systems. The design and 
construction of digi’al computers is of 
great importance, Electronics specialists 
also assist in the design and develop- 
ment of weapons systems components, 
ond instruments for measuring and re- 
cording nuclear and thermonuclear 
detonations. 


NUCLEAR PROPULSION 

The “aboratory is actively engaged in 
the application of nuclear energy to 
the new and challenging field of self- 
propelled mobile reactors. There are 
studies in process relative to engine 
design and engine controls and instru- 
mentation. 


HYDRODYNAMICS, SHOCKS ANDO 
EQUATION OF STATE 

Special problems involving hydrody- 
namics, shocks and equation of state 
are studied in conjunction with nuclear 
detonations as well as in various non- 
weapons programs. Work is being done 
on the behavior of weapons functions 
and weapons systems in non-nucleor 
tests concerned with hydrodynamic 
phenomena at high pressures and high 
temperatures, using electronic and pho- 
tographic instruments. The interaction 
of explosives and explosions with other 
moterials is also observed. 


CHEMICAL ENGINEERING 

Chemical engineering is done by proj- 
ect, development, plant and quality 
control engineers. They work on such 
problems as heat transfer, fluid flow, 
solvent extraction, high and low pres- 
sure work relative to high and low tem- 
peratures, and controlled evaporation 
and distillation. Problems supporting 
inorganic and physical chemistry re- 
search projects are also undertaken. 
Other activities include the remote con- 
trol handling of radioactive materials, 
corrosion and erosion in connection with 
the use of rare and noble metals, and 
the design, fabrication, manufacture 
and integration of components of a 
combined chemical and mechanical 
nature. 
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‘offers employment opportunities in these fleilds of research .. « 


EXPLOSIVES RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT 
Vitally important work in this field in- 
cludes study of storage and stability 
problems of explosives; fabrication 
feasibility, physical properties and basic 
evaluation of explosives; chemical anal- 
ysis techniques and reactions; making 
and evaluating novel organic chemical 
compounds of possible use as explo- 
sives; mechanics and dynamics of ex- 
plosive phenomena; physical and chem- 
ical properties of explosive material 
using environmental test chamber, mass 
spectrometer, infra-red spectrometer 
and equipment for sub-microscopic anal- 
ysis of small samples; mixing, melting, 
casting, machining and inspecting high 
explosives, using 2 Mev X-ray equip- 
ment and various machine tools. High 
explosives are employed in a variety 
of studies in equations of state and 
shock wave phenomena. 


METALLURGY AND METALLURGICAL 
ENGINEERING 

Research activity and development in 
this field includes the investigation of 
the metallurgical properties of materials 
used in nuclear energy systems; research 
in rare metals; studies of extremely 
refractory substances; research involv- 
ing ceramics, plastics and cermets; 
studies of the characteristics of ma- 
terials under extremely high tempera- 
tures and high pressures and heat- 
exchange flux rates; studies of the 
properties of plutonium and its aiioys, 
and their fabricability with particular 
reference to their use in reactors; de- 
velopment of fabrication techniques for 
various metals and alloys, including 
rolling, forging, deep drawing, extru- 
sion, casting, mold coating and powder 
metallurgy; production of Uz33 and Ura. 
as metals and compounds; and phys- 
ical research on uranium and its alloys 
and the high temperature properties of 
the refractory metals tungsten, molyb- 


-denum, columbium, etc.

girl whose first name is 
Peggy. She wrote: 

“Does the sun keep all the 
planets warm or hot—even the 
ones which are farthest away?” 

“No” is the proper answer to 
that question. Some plants in 
our solar system receive far too 
little heat from the sun. AS a 
result, they are colder than any 
deep-freeze box. 


The hottest planet in our 
solar system is Mercury. It Is 
closest to the sun among the 
nine main planets.
